Location  of  Nurseries 

The  Bay  State  Nurseries  are  located  in  North  Abington,  Mass.,  18  miles 
south  of  Boston,  on  the  Plymouth  division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  & H.  R.  R. — 
half  way  from  Boston  to  Plymouth.  Trains  leave  the  South  Station  at 
frequent  intervals  during  the  day.  Visitors  are  aLvays  welcome.  Our 
office  is  ten  minutes’  walk  from  the  station.  'If  notified,  we  gladly  meet 
visitors  at  the  station  and  take  them  about  the  nurseries. 

The  Planting  Season 

Evergreens  can  be  successfully  transplanted  during  August  and  Sep- 
tember. Herbaceous  Perennials  do  best  when  moved  during  September  and 
before  the  middle  of  October.  Trees  and  Shrubs  can  be  safely  planted  any 
time  after  October  1st,  until  freezing  weather  sets  in. 

Directions  for  Shipping 

Parties  ordering  are  requested  to  state  explicitly  the  mode  of  convey- 
ance by  which  they  desire  their  stock  forwarded. 

When  no  route  is  designated,  we  exercise  our  judgment;  but  in  no  case 
do  we  assume  any  responsibility  after  packages  are  shipped,  unless  for  our 
own  mistakes.

Second — While  we  exercise  the  greatest  care  to  have  all  Trees,  Shrubs 
and  Plants  genuine  and  reliable,  and  hold  ourselves  prepared  to  replace, 
on  proper  proof,  all  that  prove  untrue,  we  do  not  give  any  warranty,  ex- 
pressed or  implied;  and  in  case  of  any  error  on  our  part,  it  is  mutually 
agreed  between  the  purchaser  and  ourselves  that  we  shall  not  at  any  time 
be  held  responsible  for  a greater  amount  than  the  original  price  of  the 
goods.  No  complaints  will  be  considered  that  are  not  made  within  ten 
days  after  receipt  of  stock. 

Third — The  prices  annexed  do  not  include  the  boxes  or  bales.  A 
charge  for  the  actual  cost  of  the  boxes  or  the  material  used  in  baling  is 
made.  No  charge  for  conveyance  to  freight  station.

NOTES  ABOUT  RHODODENDRONS 

The  above  list  of  Rhododendrons,  we  believe,  includes  the  best 
varieties  of  Hardy  Hybrids  for  New  England.  For  twenty  years 
we  have  tested  them  in  various  soils,  both  with  and  without  shade, 
and  have  become  convinced  that  the  Rhododendron  is  not  so  finical 
as  we,  in  common  with  many  people,  had  supposed. 

They  will  grow  in  almost  any  good  loam  where  corn  will  thrive, 
and  should  be  planted  thickly  so  that  the  sun  cannot  shine  directly 
on  the  roots.  No  excavations  are  necessary.  They  are  a surface 
feeding  plant  and  appreciate  a reasonable  mulching  of  decomposed 
vegetable  matter.  The  roots  should  not  be  disturbed  or  exposed, 
but  kept  well  protected  by  mulch  about  three  inches  deep. 

Pick  off  the  stems  of  the  individual  florets  as  soon  as  the 
corymbs  are  on  the  wane,  thus  preventing  seed  formation,  the 
the  new  shoots  will  push  rapidly  and  in  a good  season  will  set 
flower  buds  for  the  next  year. 

For  the  first  two  or  three  years  a little  screening  during  the 
winter  by  covering  lightly  with  evergreen  boughs,  so  as  to  protect 
them  from  the  March  sun,  is  all  that  is  necessary.  It  is  not  the 
cold  of  winter  that  kills  them,  it  is  the  early  spring  frosts  after  a 
warm  day  or  two,  when  the  sap  is  brought  to  the  foliage,  that  kills. 

In  the  late  Fall,  should  the  ground  be  dry,  thoroughly  soak  it 
before  it  freezes,  and  you  will  find  that  the  Rhododendrons  will 
come  through  the  Winter  better.
